To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District 
Council. 

I submit  my  Aimual  Report  for  the  Rural  District  of  Beverley 
for  195(3. 

Vital  Statistics.  Statistical  details  are  supplied  in  the  various 
tables  of  this  report.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  district 
Mas  9.86.  Tliere  were  286  deaths  during  the  year,  and  of  these, 
heart  disease  and  vascular  lesioiis  of  the  nervous  system  were 
responsible  for  more  than  half  the  total. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  17.98,  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  was  29.15  j)er  1,()()0  live  births  as  compared  with  21.2  for 
the  previous  year  and  28.8  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  total 
iiumher  ol'  infant  deaths  is,  however,  so  small  that  a small  increase 
ill  numbers  gives  a relatively  large  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality 
figure,  d'hree  'Still  Births  were  notified,  giving  a Still  Birth  Rate 
of  8.67  per  1,000  live  births. 

Infectious  Dises^se.  In  the  first  (piarter  of  the  year  measles 
and  dysentery  Mere  [irevalent ; the  dysentery  eases  were  of  the 
sonne  type ; a number  of  cases  occurred  in  schools  Mdiere  special 
stejis  Mere*  taken  to  identify  carriers  of  the  infection,  and  all  cases 
and  carriers  Mere  excluded  from  school  until  free  from  infection. 
A thorough  bacteriological  investigation  of  kitchen  and  eanteen 
staffs,  and  kitclum  utensils,  Mas  carried  out,  and  preventive  measures 
in  schools  included  the  use  of  individual  towels  and  the  supervision 
of  hand-M’ashing  aftia-  using  the  toilet  and  before  meals. 

No  cas(‘s  of  Poliomyelitis  Mere  notified  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis,  'riu*  d('ath  rate  from  tuberculosis  continued  to 
fall,  but  fhe  incidence  of  infection  Mas  still  substantial  in  the 
{•ommunity.  'rMcnty-four  new  cases  of  tuberculous  infection  were 
noiificd,  12  males  and  12  femah's.  All  new  cases  were  followed  up 
by  a Nurse  from  the  Ih-alth  D(‘partment,  and  every  effort  was 
made  to  traco  contac'ts.  Where*  housing  and  social  conditions  were 
imsat  isfactory , apj))-o|)riat(*  stcj)s  Mere  taken.  B.C'.d.  Vaccination 
Mas  offered  to  all  family  contacts  M'hea-c  api)ro])riate. 

( )pport  unity  was  given  for  members  of  the  |)ublic  to  be  X-rayed 
b>  the  Mass  hadiogra|)h\-  Unit,  M'hich  Mas  stationed  at  different 
areas  ihroiighoiit  the  district  for  |)criod  of  one*,  week  or  more. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Immunisation  was  offered 
at  .all  ( ounl>  (Tniies.  'I’hc  junnber  of  |)roj)hylactic  injccti<ms  avail- 
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able  for  children  continued  to  increase,  and  diplitheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  vaccines  were  available.  The 
amount  of  jjoliomvelitis  vaccine  was  limited  and  vaccination  against 
this  condition  was  offered  to  as  many  children  as  possible  born 
between  1947  and  1954,  who  had  been  registered  by  their  parents. 

B.C\(i.  vaccination  was  also  offered  to  the  13-14  year  old  group 
of  school  children,  to  protect  them  against  tuberculosis  before  they 
left  school  to  enter  a working  environment,  where  the  risk  of 
becf)ming  infected  in  the  teenage  and  early  adult  life  is  much 
greater. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  continued  to  be  ])rovided,  and  is 
still  advocated  for  every  cliild  during  the  first  few  months  of  life. 

Housing.  A start  was  made  in  respect  of  the  second  year 
programme  for  the  replacement  of  unfit  houses  by  modern  accom- 
modation. 

Formal  representations  regarding  the  unfitness  of  a number  of 
old  houses  were  made  during  the  year  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

Watei?.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  with  mains  water 
increased  steadily.  Water  samples  were  taken  from  both  mains 
and  private  bores.  A total  of  82  samples  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  most  of  these  were  satisfactory. 
Where  possible,  premises  using  unsatisfactory  private  supplies  were 
connected  to  the  mains. 

Sewerage.  A new  sewer  was  laid  in  the  village  of  Melton  to 
{provide  foul  drainage  for  the  new  South  Hunsley  County  Secondary 
School,  and  a number  of  houses  in  the  area. 

Work  continued  on  the  first  stage  of  the  Woodmansey  sewerage 
scheme,  and  it  is  hoped  that  sanction  will  soon  be  received  to 
proceed  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  I .even, 
Tickton,  Newbald  and  part  of  Woodmansey. 

Care  of  Old  People.  The  ])roblem  of  the  care  of  old  people 
was  frequently  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department. 
In  some  cases  the  living  conditions  of  these  old  folks,  especially 
those  who  live  alone,  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  the  help 
of  the  Local  Authority  or  Voluntary  Organisations  was  necessary. 
The  combination  of  a small  income  and  indifferent  health  often 
makes  the  lot  of  a single  old  person  very  difficult  indeed.  These 
old  people  may  not  be  sufficiently  ill  to  justify  admission  to  a 
suitable  hospital,  and  on  the  other  hand,  their  infirmity  may  be 
such  that  they  are  not  readily  acceptable  into  Part  3 accommodation 
by  the  Welfare  Authorit}’,  as  they  require  some  degree  of  regular 
medical  attention ; and  in  any  case  the  mimber  of  places  in  Old 
Peoples  Homes  is  limited, 
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\\)luntary  Organisations  can  ])lay  a very  useful  part  in  helping 
these  eases,  and  Health  Visitors  keep  a record  of  all  old  people  in 
tlieir  area  who  require  regular  visits  to  ensure  that  they  are  receiving 
the  necessary  care  and  attention.  Many  old  i)eo])le  exist  on  very 
meagre  diets  wliieh  are  not  really  adequate  to  keep  them  in  good 
health,  and  the  advice  of  a Health  Visitor  can  often  he  of  great 
value  to  these  old  people. 

'I'he  Authority  dealt  with  one  ease  of  an  old  person  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  under  Section  17  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act.  1948.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  Registrar  General  has  notified  his  estimation  of  the  popula- 
tion at  mid  1956  as  21,560,  whieh  is  a decrease  of  280  over  the 
figure  for  1955. 

Births.  There  were  343  live  births  registered  in  the  Rural 
District  during  1956.  Of  these,  167  were  males  and  176  females. 
This  is  60  more  than  in  1955.  Tliere  were  4 illegitimate  births, 
2 males  and  2 females,  and  the  birth  rate  was  17.98  as  eompared 
with  14.63  the  previous  year. 

Still  Births.  I'here  were  3 still  births  during  the  year,  1 male 
and  2 females,  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  8.67  per  1,000  live  births. 

Deaths,  During  tlie  year  there  were  236  deaths,  108  males  and 
128  females,  being  an  inerease  of  24  compared  with  the  figure  for 
1955.  The  death  rate  was  9.86  as  eompared  with  9.85  in  1955. 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  10  infant  deaths  during  1956, 
6 males  and  4 females,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  29.15  per  1,000 
live  births.

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  pathological  examina- 
tion are  sent  to  the  Laboratories  at  the  Hull  and  Beverley  hospitals 
and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water  and 
ice-cream  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including 
infectious  diseases)  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Cdunty  Council  as 
the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Clinics.  Tuberculosis — A Clinic  was  held  each  Thursday  after- 
noon at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley. 

Venereal  Disease — A Clinic  was  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill 
Street,  Hull.

I submit  iiiy  Amiiial  Report  lor  the  year  1956. 

WATER. 

"I’lie  number  of  domestie  premises  sujjplied  with  mains  water 
eoiitimied  t(^  show  an  annual  inerease  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
more  than  87%  of  sueli  premises  obtained  water  from  mains  supplies. 
All  mains  water  was  ehlorinated  at  souree  and  saniijles  were  taken 
for  baeteriologieal  examination  and  ehemieal  analysis  at  regular 
intervals.  During  the  year  four  new  lengtlis  of  main  were  laid 
and  these  were  put  into  serviee  after  satisfaetory  samples  had  been 
obtained. 

Sam])ling  of  supplies  from  pri^ate  bores  and  wells  continued 
and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  eaeli  ease. 

A total  (»f  82  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  6 samples  for  ehemieal  analjsis. 

FOOD  PREMISES. 

There  are  15i)  food  jaamiises  in  the  District,  the  majority  being 
retail  shops.  1 1 .*>  inspections  were  made  at  68  of  these  premises 
and  where  necessary  informal  notices  were  served  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955.

KNACKERS’  YARDS. 

.‘11  visits  were  made  to  the  ,3  Licensed  Knackers’  Yards,  all  of 
which  are  located  in  the  Parish  of  Woodmansev.  Certain  works, 
including  the  ])rovision  of  alternative  drainage,  were  carried  out  at 
one  premises  in  response  to  an  informal  notice. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Tlie  laying  of  sewers  to  serve  a number  of  houses  in  the  village 
of  Melton  and  to  provide  foul  drainage  for  the  new  South  Hunsley 
Secondary  School  was  virtually  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year 
and  put  into  service.  lo)ul  drainage  points  serving  houses  on  the 
line  of  this  sewer  were  connected  by  the  Council. 

d'hat  part  of  the  Woodmansey  sewerage  scheme  to  serve 
properties  in  the  southern  ])art  of  the  Parish  was  completed  and 
the  construction  of  a sewage  disposal  works  designed  to  treat 
sewage  from  Woodmansey  and  ])art  of  Dunswell  (in  the  Haltemprice 
I'l-han  District)  was  well  advanced. 

A starling  dat(‘  has  not  yet  been  given  for  the  pro])osed  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  schenu'S  for  the  villages  of  Leven,  Tickton, 
Ncwhald  and  tin*  r(‘maining  uns(‘W(‘r(al  i)ortion  of  Woodmansey. 

'I’lic  Council  continued  to  give  grants,  in  a})])ro])riate  cases, 
towards  the  cost  of  conv(‘rting  ashpits  and  |)ail  closets  to  water 
closets.

HOUSING. 

In  accordance  with  tlie  programme  tor  dealing  with  unfit  houses 
submitted  to  the  Minister  in  1955,  422  houses  mainly  in  the  parishes 
of  South  Cave,  Lockington  and  Lund  were  inspected.  As  a result, 
18  houses  were  condemned  and  194  informal  notices  to  repair  were 
issued. 

During  the  year,  12  families  from  condemned  houses  and  14 
families  from  West  Camp,  Brough,  were  rehoused,  for  the  most  part 
at  the  Elloughton  Thori)e  Estate.  This  enabled  the  hutments  at 
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AVest  Camp,  Brough,  with  the  exception  oi’  3 brick  built  dwellings, 
two  ot’  which  were  occupied,  t(^  be  cleared.  11  privately  owned 
unfit  houses  were  demolished. 

.Vs  j)art  of  the  rehousing  programme  the  construction  of  46 
houses  at  wSouth  Cave  was  eommeiieed  in  October. 

Thirt}'  Improvement  Grant  ai)plieations  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1949,  were  received  and  grants  to  the  value  of  £4,240  were  offered 
in  respect  of  24  houses. 

V isits  were  made  to  195  Council  Houses  and  the  general 
standard  was  satisfactory. 

NUISANCES.

All  eom})laints  received  were  investigated  and  informal  action 
taken  where  necessar}'.  Comi)laints  eoneerning  fume  nuisance  from 
a fertiliser  factory  were  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the  Alkali, 
Ac.,  Works  lnsi)ector  and  suggestions  made  to  improve  the  treatment 
of  effluent  gases  with  a view  to  minimising  the  nuisance. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

'I’he  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  and  the  contents  of  pail 
closets  and  ashpits  for  the  whole  district  with  the  exception  of 
outlying  farms  continued  satisfactorily.  Five  vehicles  and  21  men 
were  employed,  and  disposal  was  by  controlled  ti{)ping  at  Blue  Stones 
Ihjltom,  Walkington,  and  at  Old  Brick  Ponds,  North  Ferriby. 

Blue  Stones  Bottom  tip  is  becoming  filled  and  alternative  tipping 
areas  in  the  Northern  part  of  tlu'  District  are  being  investigated. 

W'cckly  collection  was  made  from  2 hosj^itals,  2 Military 
I'.stablislimcnts,  200  business  |)remises  and  5,886  houses,  the  last 
mcjitioncd  figure  having  increased  by  96  since  1955. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Inspections  and  tia^atments  throughout  the  District  have  been 
cai’ricd  out  by  oik*  full-time  I’odent  ojX'i’ator. 

'flic  degree  of  infestation  has  not  varied  greatly  eonii)ared  with 
]»r(  \ ious  years,  and  I (>3  |)r(unisc;s  weia^  found  infested  and  treated. 
Pi(»pcrlics  owned  hy  the  Council  have  been  pc'riodieally  inspected 
and  treated  as  necessary.  207  manholes  on  1.3  sewerage  systems  were 
haitrd  and  iid’esl .at ions  found  in  7 systems  were  treated.
